The  issuance  of  peraits  for  the  shipment   of  citrus  fruit   of 
the  1534  crop  under  the  Federal  Mexican  fruit  worn  quarantine 
(Notice  of  Quarantine  64)   i^^rora  the  counties   of  "Jillacy,    Cameron, 
and  Hidalgo,    in  Texas,    is  hereby  authorized  to  begin  en  September

period  required  b^'  the  Dspartrient   of  A^riculturG  to  be  enforced  by 
the  State  of  Texas  under  Regulation  7  v/ill  for  the  year  1934  close

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  evidence  that   such  modifi- 
cation is  desirable  from  the  standpoint   of  Ilexican  fruit  worm  con- 
trol and  does  not   involve  increase  of  risk  of  propagating  that 
insect.
